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eg HOU GH Self- Defence is the 
R&C ftrongeft Principle of Nature and 
allowed to be the moft juftifiable, 
yet the Praétice of it is generally 
ungrateful to one’s felf, as well as 
i] obnoxious to the Cenfure of others. 
» We are all apt to be guilty of fome 
Partiality, where our own Intereft 
is immediately concern’d, and are 
always fufpeéted of it, whatever Precautions or Refoluti- 
ons We may take to avoid the Guilt, or prevent the 
Sufpicion of it. Men of thinking ani generous Minds, 
being fenfible of this human Frailty, and the general 
Prejudice of che World ageinft what a Writer advances in 
his own Fuftification, often {oy lefs than They really ought, 
and mucn leis than They would have faid in Beh-lt of 
another Nay, even Reafon it felf lofes fome of its Weight 
by becoming perfonal, and the fame Arguments, which 
gain Strength, in one Cafe, by the Appearance of Gene 
rofity and Friendfhip, are weakened, in the other, by car- 
rying an Air of Selfifhnefs and private Interetft. 

This is the Reafon, which induc’d me, in my laf 
Paper, only juit to touchupon fome of the ungenerous 
Arts, made Ufe of by my Adverfarie:, and to de- 
cline any particular Defence of my felf, with Regard 
to a /ate Tral, in which I may be thought too 
much ‘concern’d to fpeak with Candour and Impartiality. 
I was apprehenfive, befides, that it might not be alto- 
gether fafe to deliver my Sentimeats upon a Subjedt, 
which is already determined in a /egal Method. 1 con- 
tented my felf therefore with fome general Obfervations 
on the Conduét of my Adverfories in this Affair, with- 
out any fuch Iofinuations againft the Gentlemen of the 
yi”. as T'M@y threw out. upon a former Occasion, when 

r. Francklin was acquitted. The Sheriffs, in that Cafe, 
were accus’d.of Packing, the Fury of Corruptisa and 
Perjury, and We our felves of Subsrnation. I make no 
Doubt that if We had been fo happy, in the frefent 
Cafe, as to have had a Verdict in ons Youn, thefe very 
Gentlemen would have received the like Treatment, snd 
been branded, in the fame courtly Style, as a * Ser of 
infamous Fellows, who cleared D’Anvers of the Guilt of 
Bis Libel, and very wifely and boneftly took it to Them- 
felves. But thefe are Privileges, which peculiarly belong 
to the Writers on the other Sides who feem authorized 
to afperfe whom They pleafe, in the grofizit Manner, 
with Impunity. Our Duty is Submiffion, Refignation 
and Silerce. We muft not complain of any Harcfhip, 
whatever Reafon of Complaint our own private Opinion 
may {uggeft to us. We are not allowed to remonftrate 
againft the Decifion of tre Laz, or to caft any Refledtions 
on thet Verdia, which hath been pronounc’d againft us. 

But fince the miniferial Writers have thought fit to 
purfue this Subje€t, and not coxtent with the Vittory 
Thev have g:in’d in Weftminficr Hall, endeavour to fore- 
fall the Judgment of the Court by continual Comments 
pn the Mal'gnity and mifchievous Effeéts of our Wri- 
tings; I hope I may be indulg’d fo far as to make a few 
Remarks on Them. 

I have often obferved that it is almoft impoflible for 
any Man, in the Profecution of fuch an Undertakirg, 
to keep Himéelf fo ftriftly upon his Guard as not to 
let fall fome Expreffions, which may be thought to 
exceed the juft Bounds of Lidrty. I never pretended, 
nor will I ever pretend, to pur.e my felf intirely 
from fuch a Charge; and, perhaps, I might defy the 
greateft Lawyer in £xzand to publith a weekly Paper, 
upon Matrers of State, without being guilty of fome 
Slips of this Kind, in the Hurry of writing, or the Warmih 
of Oppofition. But if his Underiaking, in general, ap- 

ars to be calculated for the Service of his Country, and 
Path evidently preduc’d fome good Effecis, J think a 
reafonable Allowance ought to be made for the com- 
mon Frailties of human Natore. This is all I defire in 
my own Cafe, As I am confcious of the good Defign 
of thefe Papers, and may be allowed to fiy, without Va- 
nity, that They have been of fome Use to the Caufe 
of Liberty; fo I hope that a few Errors, or warm Ex- 
prefiionr, will not be theught fuflicient to takeaway the 
Merit of the whole Work, or to prevent the Profecu- 
tion of it for the future.—Let it be confidered by every 
thinking and impartial Man, how far Liberty iticlf may 
be affiéted by fom Dofrines, l.tely advanc’d, if They 
fhould be encoura,2d and put in Praétice. For my Part, 
I am ready to fue ait to my Fate, whatever it may be,

and do not apprehend that I fh.ll be in a worfe Condition 
than the reft of my Fel'ow-Subjeéts; even Tho/e, who 
have taken the moft Pains to diftinguifh Themfelves a- 
gaint me by recommending the/e cery Dofrines. 

But it is very furprizing that shefe Writers thould 
think it either prudent, or neceffary, toenter into a for- 
mal Juftification of fome late Pricecdings, which We have 
never been bold enough td ce fue, or arraign. Can 
They be vain enough to believe that their venal Pens 
will] give any Credit to sthofe Proveecings, or that We 
are yet precluded, by any Rulcs of Decency or Duty, 
from expofieg their mean Sophiltries and vile Mifrepre- 
fentations ? Surely, fuch a Defence of myielf, againft the 
moft ungenerous Calumny and Falfification, cannot be 
thonght inconfitent with the ftrictet Regard to the 
Courfe of Law, or the Deference, which 1s due to Men 
in Authority! I fhall cheretore teke the Freedom of ex 
amiring tho'e extrajudicial Cenjures, which have been 
lately pa's’d upon my Writings. 

I need not trouble the Feeder with any Remarks on 
that incoherent Jargon of S:nie and Nonfenfe, of Truth 
and Falfh od, of Reafoning and Stupidity, which appear- 
ed this Day Fortnight mn the London Fournal. The Ab- 
furdities of that Paper are already fufiiciently expos’d by 
Mr. Fig, who hath an happy Talewt at fetting the Blun- 
ders of uch Writers in a itrong and ridiculous Light. 
The pert Follies of little "Squire Walfingham have lately 
furnifhed the Town with fevera] entertaining Pieces of 
that Kind, and I think the folemn Duinefs of Mr. Of 
borne worthy of the fame humorous ard diverting Pen. 

But We are obliged to the Daily Courant, of Saturday 
iaft, for fome Thoughts concerning the Liberty of the Prefs, 
which deferve a little Noiice. 

The Asthor tells us that cs the Event of a late Trial 
bath been freque: tly retrej-nted, both in Print and Conver- 
fetion, as a violent Shock to this Bulwark of our Liberties, 
He cannot avoid offering fome cool Refleflions upon it to 
the Puslick fome ferious Confidervtions, drawn from Rea- 
Jon and tie Nature of ibings, unbya/s'd by Interef, Party, 
or Paffion. 

For my Part, I know of no Writers, who have taken 
the Liberty to reprefent ¢h’s Affair in fuch a Light, in 
Print. I sm fare, at leit, He cannot charge it upon 
my felf. Nor can J teli in what Manner it hath been 
treated in Conerrfation. My own is very confin’d; and 
I havenot yet hed any Opportunity of leaning the ge- 
neral Difcourfe of the Town. But ‘et us examine 
his cos! RefleAions and ferious Confider ctions. 

It is obfervable that notwitnft«ading all his Profeffions 
of Impartiality and Difintereftedrefi, He fcems appre- 
henfive that He fha'l draw upon Hiwwfelf the Imputa- 
tion of a Mercenary and an Hireling, by appearing in 
that Paper. Why fo?—lIs it hecaule Mercenaries ard 
Hirelings are known to appear in it?—I am fare, That 
isno Compliment to the Paper, or the Writers in it. 
But He undertakes to turn this O jefion, whenever it is 
made, into a Conféffion of bis DifintereRtedne/s and In- 
partiality —How ? Why 49 di‘claiming, in the moff 
Solemn Manner, what otber hirclirg Writers have fo often 
and fo impudently contended for, in the Caufe of the Press; 
an Exemption from the Power of Law, and the Rules of 
Juttice ——He thould have faid that legal and equitable 
Exemption, to which We ave intitled by the prefent hoppy 
Eftalifement and Conflitusion of this Kingdom; for 1 
know no other Exemption, that was ever .ontended for 
by any Writer of common Senfe. This Argument there 
fore is as much to the Purpofe, as if a Perfon, in an 
higher Station, fhould endeavour to purge Himweif trom 
the Imputation of voting fora Penfion, by thewing hie 
Readinels to give up the Rights and Lib-rties of bis Country. 

What He. fays concerning tne Abujes of the Prefs and 
the Inconveniencies, which fometimes attend it, hath been 
fufficiently confider’d in former Papers. The true Point 
in Debate is, whether fome Methods of interpreting and 
Forms of proceeding again/t political Writings, which have 
been lately recommended, do not tend to an indirect 
Reftraint upon the Prefs; or whether it is poffible for 
any Man to examine Matters of State, or at leaft to cen- 
fare the Condu& of Ministers, with the leatt Affarance of 
Impunity, if thofe Dofrines fhould be eftablithed. 

It hath been objected, /ays He, that Printing is @ 
Trade, to wwbich Pevple are regu'arly and lawfully breds and 
it is av unjufl Prafice te punifh a Man for the Exercife 
of his Trade— Such an OdjecTion, hath, indeed, been 
made, and I think it an important Objeftion, notwith= 
fa..ding his poor Sacer. Nay, it hath been thought fo by 
the Writers on bis own Side, as wellas by ws 5 particu- 
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larly, by his learned Friend, Mr. Oséerne, who telis uss 
in his notable Difcourfe of the 4th Inftant, thet nicer 
Publifhing is mo more a Crime than running, or walking, 
eating, or drinking + and therefore Juries ought te be Fudget 
of the Imaw, as well as the Fr&.—His Anfwer to This 
is, that Pharmacy is a lawful Art; ard set He believes 
Sew People will deny that an Apothecary feuld be punife’d 
Sur adminiftring Poifons, thou h the compounding of them 
may, in fome Cafes, be Part of bis Bafine/t.— No doubt 
of it, if it fhould appear that He did it with an Jatent 
of poifoning ; but not’ if He fhould ignorantly, or. inad- 
vertently mixup a little too much of one Ingredient, 
without any wicked, or malicious Defign. 

We now come to the main Argument, which con- 
tains, as He is pleafed to exprefs it, the whole Force of 
the‘e Libertines Reafoming; viz that fuch Writings have 
been of great Ule to the Publick in former Times, tho’ 
the Minift rs called Them fcanda/ous and feditiouss and 
if thefe Dottrines of Prifecution thould prevail, to the 
Terror, or Deftruétion of Writers, the Liberties of cur 
Country may be loft, in Times to come, fur want of 
Such Guardians and Advccates — To which this 
impartial Gentleman reples, that let the fame bad 
Meafures prevail again, which preaailed in former 
Times, and He'll engage the fame good Spirit wil! arife, 
whatever Reltraints ball be laid on the Prefs, and what- 
ever cruel Punifoments fach Writicgs may drawon the 
Authors or Publithers of them. ————He thinks This a 
fufficient Anfwer ; and, no doubt, it will adminifter great 
Con(olation to the Advocates of Liberty, that They mutt 
always ftand in the Breach, and facrifice Themfelves to 
the Good of their Country. It is juft fucha Knd of 
Comfort as a certain Nobleman gave to a poor Fellow, 
who was condemn'd to be hang'd, for fome Offence a- 
gaint the Court; Never mind it, faid He, it is all for 
the better, and will ferve to blacken the Panty.——— 
But I threwdly fufpeét that We fhould not have the Ho- 
nour of this candid Gentleman's Company upon fuch an 
Occafion ! 

He hath advanced one Argument in Defence of 
Profecutions, which is really extraordinary from Such a 
Writer. I apprebend, fays He, that a worfe Durger 
might enfue, if Libellers were indulged in their De- 
mand of an artoiute Impunity. Spreta exolefcunt is a 
Maxim, that Writers ousht to be alarm’? at. If it 
were thoreuzhly pra&isd, the Numler of Awhors and 
Pamphlets ewoz/d fron co their com Bufinefss for They 
wiuld find ro Readers. A Profecution, noe and then, 
is like throwirg a little Water cn a@ creat Fire, Suptref[es 
its Rage at prefent, But makes the Fuel laft the longer — 
What an excellent Advocate is This for Courts and Mi= 
nifters ? He does not defire, it feems, to fuppre’s Li- 
bels, but to encourage and perpetuate Them. He is 
afraid They would die away of Themfelves, if neg/eAed, 
and therefore is fo good as to call in the Aid of the 
facular Arm to keep them alive. This Argument hath 
been often made Ufe of by the Friends of Li/erty, to 
thew the Folly of endeavouring to fuppreis it by Preorr 
and Violence; but I believe it was never urged before 
on the othr Side; e'pecially by a Writer, who pro- 
mis'd us fuch ccol ReflePions and serious Confiderations. 

Upon the whole, {ys He, I am for leaving the Matter 
to the Senie of the Nation. J think Writers, as wel! as 
other Subjefs, ought to be try'd by their Country; and I 
Joa always look for the Senfe of the People in the im- 
partial Verdi& of an bonef. Jury $ which Impartiality J 
feail always be, jure to find, while the Law, relating to 
Jurics, frands as it is amended by the late Aét. ; 

Tam glad to find that the Senfe of she People is at laft 
thought to be of fome Weight, and I am as willing a9 
this Writer to look for it in the impartial Verdia of an 
bone Jury. But what hath the /ete AA, for rgulatirg 
Furies, to do in this Place? Ii He nertiors iv as 
any Advantage to ws, in the Trial of Mr. Franckhins 
which gave Occafion to thefe Thoughts, as He tells us 
Himfelt, it is a moft egregious !allacy and Prevarication ; 
for Mr. Frarcklin was try'd by a SpeciaL Jury, 
which is not return’d by the Sheriff. nor drown by Jer, 
or Ballet, but ftruck by the Mayier of the Crown Office, 
and by virtue of a Rule of Court, upon the Motion of 
the Atorney-Gencral. 

I mention This only as a Matter of Fad, and with 
no other Defign than to undeceive thofe Peorle, who 
may be led to fuppofe, by this Way ef Writing, that 
Mr. Francklin had the Benefic of this Lot, or Bullet, 
which hath been always eiteem’d the great Security and 
Advantage, obtain’d by the Jury Act. 
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Baratum.
